In treating them we can­ 
not aft rd to concentrate on the 
phj ical state aion#. 
“ In any problem involving a 
sick 
person," said a 
wise old 
physician of form er tunes, “there , 
s e two elements. One is the dis­ 
ease itself and the other is what ; 
the patient thinks of the disease. 
The physician can always to a 
certain extent control the latter, < 
even if he ran ’t make much change 
in th* physical condition.” 


Wide Application 


To show how wide are the ap­ 
plications of this branch of medi­ 
cine I review some of the articles 
in a recent symposium. 
1. Circulatory disorders. Remrm- . 
bering Frau* Alexander’s dictum j 
th a t psychosomatic symptoms are 
not symbols of emotions, as so 
many neurotic symptom* are, they i 
do not express an emotion, but 
are the physiological accompany 1 
m nts of an emotion, it is ea-y to 
understand out of anyone * ex­ 
perience how the heait and blood » 
vessels arc affected by the psyche. J 
Blushing, pounding of the heart, j 
fa*t pulse are all physiological J 
accompaniments of psychic states. 
T ranslate these into hot fashes 
and palpitation and you have the 
functional disease equivalent of a 
psychosomatic state. 
Blood pressure is an ideal ex­ 
am ple of a condition v here there 
ar* both physical and spiritual 
sides to the problem. Calm people 
are not likely to have high blood 
pressure: I do not believe this is 
cause and effect, bat that both 
arise from a basic personality pat­ 
tern. The high blood pressure peo­ 
ple are those with the driving 
force and energy. To calm them 
down is to improve their state. 
2. Digestive disorders. Ju st as 
in th* circulatory field there are 


high piv>» ore and low pre«*u*e 
g ro v 
-o in the realm of diges­ 
tive o .^orders we find whole blocs 
of si iggbh and other blocs of 
over-re-port.'ive persons. They are 
both expressions again of funda­ 
mental personality patterns. Th*

T e over-respon«ive ones have 
heartburn and good appetites. In 
fact they have hunger pains. Their 
intr-tines are forever rejecting 
waste. “ Let’s go to a night club’’ 
is too often on their lips. They 
drink anything, bvt secretly pre­ 
fer soda water. 
Nearly all form* of colitis be­ 
long in the psychosomatic group. 
Among th** emeer thinr* that 
♦he near specialty has dug up is 
that a tendency to cold*, prone­ 
ness to accident*, stuttering and 
allergy tend to occur rn personal­ 
ity pattern groups.

Answer: When the perspiration 
contains sulphur in excess it forms 
a sulphur compound with silver 
which causes the tarnishing.

SAMUEL M O U R N E D and 
mourned for Saul. He had proved 
such a bitter disappointm ent to 
Samuel. So fine looking, so ta l­ 
ented and so much a leader and 
man of God, Samuel had thought 
him. But now he had showed him ­ 
self weak in m any ways; he waa 
selfish, headstrong, not willing to 
be guided by the Lord, and Sam ­ 
uel grieved th a t so much promise 
had ended In failure. 
B ut there was work to be done. 
A nother m an m ust be chosen to 
take the place of Saul when he 
was finally deposed or died, so 
the Lord called Samuel and told 
him to cease mourning over Saul 
for He, the Lord, had chosen a n ­ 
other man to be head of the Is­ 
raelites. 
“Fill thine horn,” the Lord said, 
“and go. and I will send the* to 
Jesse the Bethlehemite; for I have 
prosided Me • king am ong hi* 
aons." 
"How can I g o ?’’ Samuel asked. 
"If Saul hear of it. he will kill 
me.” But the Lord told him to 
take a heifer and say he had come 
to sacrifice to the Lord. Samuel 
obeyed and wh§n Jesse and his 
friends saw him coming they were 
frightened, for they were afraid 
som ething w aj wrong. 


Samuel Quiets Fear* 
Samuel quieted their fear* by 
saying. “I am come to sacrifice 
unto Jehovah; sanctify yourselves 
and come with me to the sacri­ 
fice.” So he prepared Jesse and 
his sons and called them to the 
sacrifice. One by one Samuel had 
the sons of Jesse pass by him / 
while he awaited the w’ord of the 
Lord saying which one was the 
man chosen. When all the sons 
present had passed before Samuel 
w ithout the sign for which he wa* 
waiting coming to him, he asked 
Jease. “Are here all thy children?” 
No, there was another, the young­ 
est. Jesse answered; he was tend­ 
ing the sheep. David w'as sent for, 
and when he came, Samuel saw he 


was “ruddy, and w ithal of a beau­ 
tiful countenance, and goodly to 
look to. And the Lord said. Arite, 
anoint him: for this is he.” 
"Then David took the horn of 
oil. and anointed him In the midst 
of his brethren, and the Spirit of 
the Lord came upon David from 
that day forward. So Samuel rose 
up. and w'ent to Ram ah." David 
was anointed three tim es in all. 
This was the first of the anoint­ 
ings. 
The spirit of the Lord had left 
Saul, and he was often troubled 
with an evil spirit. Jealousy and 
suspicion plagued him, and when 
these moods came upon him, he 
probably made all his household 
uncomfortable, too. In one auch 
mood his servants suggested th at 
they find someone who played the 
harp that music m ight quiet and 
comfort th* king, 
"And Baul said unto his serv­ 
ants, Provide me now with a man 
that can play well, and bring him 
to me.” 
Suggest# David 
One of the servants said, "Be­ 
hold. I have seen a son of Jesse 
the Bethlehemite, that is cunning 
in playing, and a m ighty valiant 
man. and a man of war, and pru­ 
dent in m atters, snd a comely 
person and the Lord is w ith him.” 
So 8aul sent m essengers to 
Jesse and said, “Send me David 
thy son. which is with the sheep.” 
So Jesse took gifts of bread and 
wine and a kid. and sent them by 
David to the king. and when Baul 
saw this fine young man he loved 
him greatly, and David became his 
arm orbearer. 
When evil moods 
came upon the king thereafter, 
David took his harp and played, 
and the troubled soul that plagued 
Saul was quieted. 
Bethlehem wa* an obscure town 
in Judsh. Jesse was evidently one 
of the prominent men of the tow-n. 
He w a* the grandson of R uth and 
Boaz 
It was the place where 
Rachel died, which is the first 
tim e it is mentioned in the scrip­ 
tures 
It later was the city of 
Ruth and Boaz, and long after 
D avids time Micah the prophet 
foretold that the Messiah would be 
bom there. 
The word “Bethle­ 
hem means “the house of bread.” 
Nowhere in the Bible do we find 
the name of David * mother, Tw ice 
David speaks of himself as son of 
thy handmaiden."
